DECLARATION OF TIMOTHY MOLEK 

I, Timothy Molek, declare as follows: 

1. I am an officer of Freudenberg Household Products LP ("Freudenberg"). 
Freudenberg is the owner by assignment of the present invention and of the present patent 
application. 

2. I am making this Declaration based on my first-hand knowledge. 

3 . The present application is based on a prior U.S. provisional application filed in 
August of 1997 - almost three years ago. The predecessor-in-interest to the assignee of the 
present application was a company named M.B. Walton, Inc. It is my understanding that 
MJ8. Walton, Inc. employed Mr, Specht and Mr. Wagner, the two inventors named in the 
subject application, as consultants. 

4. M.B. Walton, Inc. is no longer in existence, but its day-to-day business 
operations and assets have been transferred to Freudenberg. 

5. Since the date of such transfer, Mr. Wagner has not been employed as a 
consultant by M.B. Walton or by Freudenberg.

6. At the request of Freudenberg's attorney, Allen E. Hoover. I attempted to 
contact Mr. Wagner to obtain his signature for the Declaration. These efforts were 
unsuccessful. 

7. Specifically, I obtained information that Mr. Wagner had moved from his 
Tripp Avenue address. I further was advised that Mr. Wagner had moved out of state; 
however. I was unable to learn which state he had moved to. 

8. Given that Mr. Wagner has apparently moved out of state, I attempted to contact 
his employer. When I contacted this company, I learned that Mr. Wagner was no longer 
employed by the company. 

9. A representative of Mr. Wagner's former employer advised that he did not have 
The whereabouts of Mr. Wagner. The only information concerning Mr. Wagner that this 
representative could give me was Mr. Wagner's last known telephone number. 

10. On two occasions I attempted to contact Mr* Wagner at the telephone number 
that had bean provided. In each ease, I received an answering machine or voice mailbox. The 
mailbox did not identify the person who the number was assigned to 9 but merely instructed me 
to leave a message. 

11. Each time I called I left a message for Mr Wagner to return the call. In neither 
instance did anyone ever call back. 

12. Consequently, I was not able to determine whether this number belongs to Mr. 
Wagner or someone else. I have never been able to locate Mr. Wagner and, at present, I have no 
idea of his whereabouts.
